Tim Hinckley horror is dawning in its 


nwful magnitude. There are now lying 
in desolate cemeteries under a shallow 
covering of Hand, or in rude, rough 
boxyg, which take- thu places of caskets, 
210 bodies. Four trenches in all have 
been opened, separated by about four 
feet. All aro filled with corpses. I 
tho north trench aro forty-five unboxed 
corpses. In trench No. 2 are twenty 
bones, many containing from two lo five 
bodies. In tho third are twenty-seven 
boxes 
like the others. Tho fourth 


trench is not yot iu USM, but there are 
piled up nineteen boxes, which will be 
put in tomorrow morning. 


There were undoubtedly RRttlers and 


men iu tho lumber camps burned who 
have not 
yet been discovered. The 


search for them will be prosecuted witti 
vigor and they will be buried where 
they Ho. There is an unknown number 
of dead in the mill pond. It ia as yet 
unapproachable. Ttie bank was cov- 
ered with eawdusl and not far away was 
tho Itrcnnan mill and lumber yard. A 
number of persons wore Been to go to 
the pond. No onoeame out alive, and 
so hot is the liro still burning there Unit 
it may be a day or two before this pool 
of death can be examined. 


Tim her* of I'okegamo is John B. 


Raman. He got thirty villagers into a 
small shallow water pool below tho log 
dam. The latter caught, fire and binned 
fiercely in their faces. On one side was 
tho railroad trestle, on tho other an im- 
mense pile of bard wood. Hainan kept 
the women and ebildreu in the shallow 
pool, dashing water over them and 
saved their lives. Hainan lost his sou, 
who insisted on attempting to eavo his 
horees.

RAILROAD COLLISION. 


A Wild Cat Coal Train Runs Into

markable collision occurred on the Balti- 
more ami Ohio just weat of this city nl 
H o'clock tonight. A wilJ cat train ol 
ten loaded coal cars started two mil 
cast of tho scene of the collision and ran 
into the Baltimore and Ohio Cincinnati 
express on the bridgeover the Olentangy 
river.
